KINGSTON, Ont., Oct. 24—The steamer 
Quinte was burned to the water's edge 
last night near Deseronto. 
Foui* lives 
were lost and probably more. 


The steamer left Deseronto at 5:30 p 
m. with a crew of twelve and twenty 
passengers. 
She carried freight, ex- 
press and mail for Picton and way 
points. When out a few moment« from 
the dock fire was discovered in the 
woodwork near the fire hole and the 
pumps were set at work, but without 
avail. 


Before help could reach them from 
Deseronto point the crew of a sloop 
lying close by put out in boats to the 
rescue and picked up all that t h ^ could 
find. The steamer Deseronto and the 
steam yacht Bipple went to the rescue 
and brought the survivors to the town 
where medical aid was afforded them. 
Miss A. Suva Kellar, captain of the Sal- 
vation Army at Picton, was severely 
burned as were also Mrs. Anderson, the 
cook. Engineer Short, Fireman Harte, 
and Mr. Steeples, a carriage maker. 


Colonel Strong, Un ited S tatcs consul 
at Belleville, was slightly burned and 
bruised 
and other passengers 
were 
slightly injured. 
Captain Christie was 
severely bruised and only realized his 
injuries when he was taken to a hotel 
and cared for. Mr. A. Harte, a traveler, 
was in the water and saved a boy named 
Charles Anderson. Both of them sat on 
the 
paddle wheel 
of the burning 
steamer until they were taken off by the 
crew of the Deseronto. 


Some of the passengers, it is feared, 
are lost, but it is not certain. 
It is 
known that four persons lost their lives, 
and that by burning probably. Mrs. 
Christie, mother of the captain of the 
boat, and her twelve year old son, were 
in the ladies' cabin a few moments be- 
fore the alarm was given, but have have 
not been seen since and must have been 
burned. 


Mrs. Stacey, assistant to the cook, 
and hei* young son, were in the dining 
hall and perished in the flames. None 
of the freight nor anything belonging 
to the crew was saved. The steamer 
was owned^ by the Rathbun company 
and was the best in the lake service. 
She was valued at $18,000 and was in- 
sured for two-thirds of her value. 


The positive loss of life by the acci- 
dent is four, but George Robinson, of 
Picton, a passenger on the boat is miss- 
ing and he may also have been lost. 
The most seriously injured are Mrs. 
Anderson, the ladies maid, and Miss 
Killan, of the Salvation Army.

A Fatal Accident in Maine--The Fire

WATEBVTLLE, Me., Oct. 24.—At 7 a. 
m. to-day the gas house of the Lock- 
wood cotton mills exploded, throwing 
out the front and lifting the roof from 
the building, which took fire. Henry 
E. Washburn, aged thirty, the workman 
in charge, perished in the flames. The 
cause of the explosion is unknown. 
Loss, $4,000. 


FEBGUS FALLS, 
Minn., Oct. 24.— 
Serious prairie fires are raging in the 
neighborhood of Mittona, 
Douglass 
couniy, which has devasted the farms of 
many settlers. 
A dozen or fifteen have 
lost all their hay and some have lost 
buildings.

WATEBTOWN, N . Y., Oct. 24.—Word 
was receiyed here at midnight that Felts 
Mills, a village about ten miles from 
here, was on fire. Assistance was asked 
from 
this place and although 
fire 
engines were at once dispatched, they 
arrived too late to be of use. 
The busi- 
ness portion of the place was wholly 
burned. 
Loss, $140,000; insurance, 
$50,000. 


MONTBEAII, Oct. 
An explosion of 
dynamite cartridges took place at 6:30 
this morning, by which one person was 
killed, five injured' and a number of 
houses shattered. 
The corporation is 
making a sewer in Pontegriono street 
and was blasting the rock with dyna- 
mite cartridges. 


This morning Jules Chartrost lighted 
a fire in the forge, igniting at the same 
time four of the primed cartridges. 


The explosion which followed set off 
two boxes of the cartridges, which 
stood near by. The shock was terrible. 
Houses tottered, windows crashed, ceU- 
ings fell, walls cracked and the roofs 
above were detached, and many people 
were lifted out of their beds. 
Chartrost 
was instanlly killed. 


Sheriff Yiberg was called out of the 
city last eveiiing to look after an ob- 
streperous gypsy. The man was as- 
saulted by a woman and he deserved it. 


As a paragon of vigorous health and 
glowing spirits the figure of the Rev. 
Thomas M. O'Leary has been note- 
worthy upon our streets during the past 
five years. He was the picture of life 
and youth as he drove along Calhoun 
street on Monday afternoon. To-day 
his lifeless body is 
the memento of 
what he was. 


On Tuesday morning he was taken ill, 
and gradually grew worse until this 
morning at siio, when, at the bishop's 
residence, he died. His affection was 
an obstruction of the bowels which 
science could not remove, despite the 
ceaseless and anxious endeavors of 
his eminent medical attendants, Drs. J. 
M. Dinnen and W. H. Myers. 


The deceased was bom at Lafayette, 
Ind., on June 8th, 1852. 
Two years 
thereafter his mother died at Valpa- 
raiso, Ind., whither she had removed. 
Father Michael O'Reilly, of Valparaiso, 
took charge of the young orphan, reared 
him carefuUy and kindly until 
his 
eighteenth 
year, 
when Thomas M. 
O'Leary was enrolled among the stud- 
ents at the University of Notre Dame. 
After applying himself for several years 
there he went "^to Middletown, Ohio, 
where he assumed charge of the paroch- 
ial school under the Rev. Wm. F. 
O'Rourke, we?l known in this city. 
In 
pursuit of a purpose to which he had al- 
ways inclined, Father O'Leary entered 
the seminary at St. Vincent's college, 
near Latrobe, Pa. 
Subsequently he 
went to St. Francis seminary, at Mil- 
waukee, and his final studies were made 
at the Abbey of St. Meinrad's, in Spen- 
cer county, Ind. 
On January 
26, 
1885, 
the deceased, because of the 
death of Monsignor Benoit, was, by 
Bishop 
Bademacher, of 
Nashville, 
elevated to the priesthood at St. Mary's 
Catholic church. Since that day he has 
been attached to the Cathedral as as- 
sistant rector. 
Within the last two 
weeks he was assigned to the work of es- 
tablishing a church, south of the rail- 
road, to which St. Patrick's school, on 
Fairfield avenue, is to be attached. 
Proud of his pastoral assignment and 
filled with high hopes for the erection 
of a church 'in a portion of the city 
where he was especially admired and be- 
loved, he concentrated all his ambition 
and energies upon the new field opened 
to him and inspired all whom he met 
with enthusiasm and promise for the 
church and congregation in the Sixth 
ward, at whose head he was to be put. 


Father O'Leary was an ornament of 
the Catholic priesthood; active, large- 
hearted, unflagging in adhesion to duty, 
always ready, always willing, no task 
was too much for him. In the pulpit 
his rhetoric was polished and the vivac- 
ity and fear of the Irishman flamed 
through his utterances and made him 
an impassioned, orator. He was gifted 
with a full, volumed, rich, musical 
voice which filled the cathedral where 
he was the celebrant at the services. 
Socially he was genial, affable and com- 
panionable; his temper was unruffled 
and he was pleasant and agreeable to all. 
His heart bespoke a charity to which he 
could sqt no bounds; every man was his 
friend. 
A noble, scholarly, urbane 
priest; an elegant gentleman; a stead- 
fast friend and a guileless, pure, unsel- 
fish, charitable man has gone to the 
world beyond. 


The funeral will take place next Tues- 
day at 9 a. m. from the Cathedral. The 
body will be prepared and will probably 
lie in state at the Cathedral.

BEGAN AT I AST! 


The Trial of the Men Charged With 
the Murder of Dr. Cronin Opens 
at Chica«;o To-day. 


CHIGAGO, Oct. 24.^Jtidge McCon- 
nell's courtroom was crowded to the 
doors this morning long before the time 
set for the opening of th^ trial of the 
men charged with the murder of Dr. Cro- 
nin. 
Sheriff Matson "tobk personal 
charge of fhe arrangement of the court 
room and scores of people, anxious to 
hear the. proceeding, were unable to 
gain admission. 


At 10 o'clock precisely the jury took 
their places. 
The lawyers for the de- 
fense were already on hand and the 
prosecution soon came in. 
When the 
prisoners were led in by the bailiffs 
they looked around curiously and nerv- 
ously at the crowd. 
They seemed to 
realize for the first time the terrible im- 
portance of the event and there was 
none of the levity that marked . the 
tedious days of the jury seeking. 


After the list of the jurors had been 
called, Judge Longneeker, in a very im- 
pressive manner, began his opening ad- 
dress. He reminded the jurors of the 
trying ordeal of examination through 
which each 
of them 
had 
passed. 
"Whether ypu go from here, after hav- 
ing opened the prison doors to those ac- 
cused, or after hiiving voted for the 
highest penalty, you can go forth secure 
in the belief that you have done your 
duty." 


"These men are accused of the crime 
of murder in killing Dr. P. H. Cronin," 
continued Judge Longenecker. 
"We 
expect to show that Dr. Cronin was 
killed, and that these defendants killed 
him. 
These are the issuea in this case 
and if we prove, as wo expect to, that 
the doctor was killed, and by these men, 
we do not think that even the learned 
counsel for the defense will claim that 
the homicide is a crime of less degree 
than murder." 


POSTAGE STAMPS. 


The American Bank IK^ote Company 
Will Manuibcture Them. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
24.—Postmaster 
General Wannamaker has awarded the 
contract of furnishing postage stamps 
for the next four years, beginning on 
the 1st of January next, to the American 
Bank Note company, of New York, the 
lowest bidder, Mr. Steel, of Philadel- 
phia, having failed to comply with his 
proposal. 


The award was made for stamps of a 
reduced size, the new stamps being 
about one-eighth smaller than those in 
present use. 
The 
designs will be 
changed to conform to the reduction in 
the size of the stamps and new engrav- 
ings will be made throughout. The new 
contract also calls for some changes in 
the colors. 
The one cent stamj) will 
continue to be printed in blue; the two 
cent stamp now "printed in green will 
be printed in bright carmine; 
and 
changes will be made in so^e of the 
other denominations.

THE Detroit city council have passed 
a resolution favoring Chicago for the 
world's fair. 


IScB Unitarian ininisters of the western 
states are holding their conference at 
Chicago this week. 


IT is said that the Kokomo gas plant 
has been sold to Chicago capitalists for 
the sum of $200,000. 


THE Natural Gas company now have 
800 consumers,'and contracts to furnish 
fuel for 3,000 stoves in this city. 


THE two Dakotas and Washington 
may be said to have completed their 
part of the admission. It only remains 
for them to elect their United States 
senators. Montana must, through the 
supreme court, pass on the Silver Bow 
county returns.

A TARiFP reform league has been 
formed at Terre Haute. Robert Ged- 
des, of the wholesale dry goods firm of 
Havens & Geddes, a former republican, 
was elected president and has accepted. 
D. W. Minshall, also a prominent re- 
publican and a former republican collec- 
tor of internal revenue of that district, 
was elected a member of the executive 
committee, also accepting. 


REPORTS to the state board of health 
from teachers all over the state indicate 
that little attention has anywhere been 
paid sanitary matters or ventilation in 
the construction of school houses. 
In 
most cases window ventilation is all that 
is provided and heating is arranged so 
that the children in one part of a room 
suffer from heat, while in another they 
shiver with cold. Out houses and wells 
are constantly found in alarming prox- 
imity to each other and both are used 
for years without being cleaned. 


THE jury which is to try those accused 
of the Cronin murder, is described as 
follows: Apparently it is an honest jury 
—a dozen sifted from nearly a thousand. 
It includes men of varying ages and of 
great diversity of calling. Two are real 
estate dealers, one is a farmer, one an 
architectural draughtsman, one a cashier 
in an insurance office, one keeps an up- 
holsterer's shop, one is a journeyman 
machinist, one a drug clerk, one is the 
executive officer of a sewing machine 
company, one an iron merchant, one a 
salesman for a paper house, and one a 
clerk in the salesroom of a manufactur- 
ing establishment.

ARIZONA is in danger of being over- 
run by the polygamists and made an 
annex to Utah. There are now about 
8,000 Mormons there and unless efforts 
are made to hold them in check, their 
numbers will increase rapidly. 
Politic- 
ally the Mormons seem to have adopted 
the plan of sending colonies or "stakes" 
to the surrounding territories in suffi- 
cient numbers to form a balance of 
power between the two political parties. 
They are willing to trade with either, 
but remain true only so long as the in- 
terests of the church are best served. 
The church is their law, and all other 
law is subservient to the orders of the 
church. 
Tbe national administration 
is likely to find in this Mormon ques- 
tion one of the gravest responsibilities 
and ^eatest opportunities.
